Shareware (freeware, user-supported) programs may be 
copy written, but the owner has given others permission to share 
them. In most cases, the owner requests voluntary payment of a 
small fee if you use the program on a regular basis. The fee y ou 
pay to the author usually entitles you to the latest version of the 
software, limited support, and complete documentation. Share- 
ware is an alternative distribution system which allows you to use 
and evaluate a program at no risk. Shareware tends to be of better
